A Little Note for Newcomers 
"To Postal Dippy 

by JH Jones 

Postal Diplomacy differs from FTF play only in the expense and time it 
requires to play a game. Everything else remains basically the same. 
What I am going to try todo now is just give you an overview and possibly 
some pointers in Postal play. What I'm not going to do is try to tell you 
how to play. I ! ll leave that to ■ the experts. 

To begin with in postal Diplomacy you must mail or phone your orders in. 
There are a few ways to insure a smooth running game, one free of NMR's. 
One method is to mail a set -o f- dated orders in as soon as you receive the 
zine. -After your negotiations you can send in a set of revised moves. 
Should you forget- or the mail' holds up your moves at least your first set 
will be on file. Be sure to date each and every set of orders that you 
send in, otherwise the GM may not know which set to use and he may use the 
wrong set. You can try sending, in. two separate sets- each with the same 
moves on it. This insures . that, the . Post Office doesn ! t loose one. As far 
as I have been able to tell this. has -not been a problem with the exception 
of post cards. Use post cards at. your own risk, they have a tendency to move 
slower and get lost now an4,tben. . Avoid the phone whenever possible (I 
should talk:) because you liave.no .record o f -your -moves nor does the GM. If 
a mistake is made, it's to bad. .... ■ ■ - ■ 

Next try not to get engrossed with personality's and ethics.' The idea is 
to have fun and enjoy yourself. Don't take the game too seriously, that is 
to say keep the game in its proper perspective. Play the game to your best 
ability but hang loose and enjoy yourself. 

Avoid too many games at first. You may have a tendency to "burn out" and 
ruin the game for the rest of the players. Remember that six other players 
have signed up for the game that you are in so don't spoil it for them by 
just leaving in the middle of the game. You should always try to give the 
GM notice before you resign from a game. While we're speaking of resigning, 
don't feel bad if you must resign. If you must you must. Every player. I've 
ever spoken with would much rather have his ally resign from the game rather 
then NMR out. But don't resign just because you are loosing, in this game 
anything can, and usually does, happen. 

Back to play. The best players use a dregree af tactics along with their 
Diplomacy. One by itself usually doesn't cut the mustard. There is a 
saying in PD (Postal Diplomacy) that "he who doesn't write is an enemy," 
Don't believe it. Be leary of someone who doesn't write but allow the 
game to dictate what is proper for that game. Don't go off half-cocked just 
because England didn't write you .back right a way. Give you ally a break. 
Of course 'don't go to far to extremes in this direction either. Some of 
my best alliances are with players who write VERY infrequently and some of 
my worst enemy's are those who have written quite often, (Right, John?) 

The best help that I can give you on tactics is to .try to form a FTF game. 
Seven players is naturally the best but go with what you can get. Also 
follow other games and try to explain to yourself why somebody made each 
particular move. If you aren't sure ask someone, I'll be happy to help if 
I can. To help in this I am going to try the following: 

The First And The Greatest Demo Game in LDNS. 

Here's what I am trying to do. I am try to have a DEMO game with some 
players that have won a game or are, in my humble opinion, some of the 
quality players. (Please, just because your name isn't here don't consider 
it an insult. And if you aren't listed but consider yourself able then 
by all means sign up too.) 

The game will be run in sections. For example Fall '01 adjudiaations 
will be mailed to the players an .a separate- piece of paper outside of the 
zine, while in the zine (that issue) will be the Spr '01 moves anlong with 
oonments from a neutral party. I am looking for someone to make the 
commentary for this game. .. I am hoping that I can-twist Eric Verheidens arm 
enough -that he will agree to do it but if not we will definatly we will have 
someone do it. 

For this game 'there are a few special rules." One^ general orders will be 
accepted and secondly we will have two standby's who are ready to step in.
